Told by Messenger Fotheringham of 
the Adams Express Company. 


Three Hours at the Point of a Pistol 
in the Hands of a Desperado, 


And as Many More in Danger of 
Death by Strangulation. 


The Messenger Gives a Frank and Detailed 
Account of the $50,000 Robbery on the 
Frisco — Corroborative Testimony Dis- 
covered — Manager Weir and Other 

Officials Arrive to In- 

vestigate—Latest Details of the Robbery. 


Adams Express 


The first fll account of the robbery of the 
Adams Express car on the St. Louis & San 
Francisco railroad was given to the public by 
the POST-DISPATCH yesterday. To-day the 
story of thé express messenger, whom the 
operatives“ of the morning papers were 
unable te locate after searching for him for 
twenty-four hours, is given together witoa 
genuine likeness taken from a photograph for 
which he sat this morning. 

After making a statement to Superintendent 
Dams«l, yesterday, Messenger D. S. Fother- 
ingham, who was in-charge of the car, de- 
parted and spent last night with a friend at 
the latter’s room on Eighth street. Early this 
morning he was tound by a POST DISPATCH re-

porter, when the first published statement of 


the robbery was obtained. . Messenger Foth- 
eringham is 23 years of age, tail, well built, 
and weighs 160 pounds. Under the at- 
tending suspicions, of which he is 
perfectly aware, he has the help 
ef a remarkably frank, open manner. 
It has been stated, saia he, that I had 
nothing tosayin my own behalf. That isnot 
true. lam ready to answer any question you 
muy wish to ask me and am ready to give 
any information“desired about myself. My 
mother lives at Mansfield, Mo. I worked at 
Kansas City. I have worked in my present 
capacity of messenger tor a long time. I went 


into the Fort Scott Express Company as a 
clerk for two months. Mr. Butler, 
the route agent sent for me to 
come to Kansas City to take a 


run between Kansas City and Independence, 
I ran for some months on the night run from 
Kansas City to Harper; then for awhile to 
Memphis, Tenn. Ithen went back to South- 
ern Kansas again, and from there came to 
Sedalia and ran to Denison, Tex., fora year 
and a half. I went to my grandtfather’s 
house,about twenty miles from Ste. Genevieve, 
but only remained there a short time. Ona 
letter from Mr. Butler I started to Kansas 
City to fake a clerkship for the Wells- 
Fargo Express Company. When I got here 
Mr. Damsel left word for me to come up- 
stairs. He told me he wanted me to take a 
run onthe St. Louis & San Francisco. This 
was about June 12 and I have been running 
there ever since. I never had the day run,and 
Iam not very familiar with the points along 


the road. 
THE ROBBERY. 


ll give you a full account of the robbery 
and@he circumstances. The train was almost 
ready to leave and they hurried thé freicht in 
as fast as they could. The two sealed chests 
were put in and the. porter who loads the car 
had just lett it. I s sorting my way bills, 
fixing them up for the different runs. Some 
one hurried up to the car, which was just un- 
der the electric light. He wore an overcoat 
and carried a grip in his hand. As he came to 
the door he asked: ‘Is this Messenger Fo-ther- 
ing-ham?’ drawing out the name, I told him 
Iwas, and by that time I stepped to the door 
and he nanded me an envelope which was torn 
at the end. I took it and found it contained 
one letter. from Mr. Damsel to Mr. Bar- 
rett, and one from Mr. Barrett to me. The 
letter to me instructed me to allow the man to 
ride in my car to Pierce City, Mo. I donot 
remember the wording of it nor do I remem- 
ber the name that was given in the letter. I 
dad no doubt but that the letter was genuine, 
because I think I would recognizej the pecul- 


jar ‘J’ that Mr. Barrett makes if I saw 
it any place. I am familiar with Mr. 
Barrett's handwriting, and I think 


somebody in the company’s employ is in with 
the man. it was an excellent signature. I 
told him to come aboard and he said that 
through a friend of his he had made applica- 
tion to Mr. Damsei fora place as messenger. 
He then told me that he lived near Alton, III., 
some place. I toid bim to make himself at 
home. e pulled off his coat and set his grip 
at the opposite door, right against the door. 
1 told him to put it in the Texas run that is in 
the front end of the car where the run of 
freight that goes to Texas was stored. 
During all this time 1 was working 
and talking to him—and sorting my way-bills. 
He took up some and asked me if these were 
way-bilis, but didn’t seem to know anything 
about the business, although he used the word 
| ‘way-bill.’ He seemed very ignorant ot the 
business; although he told me that he had

way-bills—the red . contained the 
money, Bythat time the train had started 
and he seemed anxious to go to work doing 
something as all new men are, so I put him to 

calling the names of the freight so I sould 
check it on the way-bill on the box standing 
up edgewise. The run he was first calling was 
inthe front. Then then he went to the north- 
eastern corner of the car and I was standing 
with my back to him about the center of where 
the freight lay. I had my coat off and my 
Coit’s 38 revolver, the Company's regu- 
lation weapon, in my hip pocket. 
The revolver belonged tothe agent at Vinita. 
All the handle stuck out of my pocket; in 
fact, about two-thirds ot the weapon. He had 
just called a package, and I was looking over 
the. way- bills, thumbing over the corners of 
them, with the lamp rightin front of me, * 
when I found myself in hie grasp. One band 
wasatmy collar and the, other grabbed my 
pistol. It seemed it was hid intention to

instead ot hisown. Up to that time I hadn’t 
seen any revolver with him. The next moment 
Iwaslying in the west end of the ear. My 
pistol got caught in the corner of my pocket, 
and itfell on the floor about tén feet away 
from where I lay. I struggled with him, but 
he was over me, but not down on me. Inthe 
struggle he broke my scarf-pin, as you can 
see.’’ (Fotheringham here produced three 
parts of a horse-shoe scarf-pin set with pearls 
and rubies. When the broken pin was re- 
marked, he hastily said: ‘‘Oh, the pin was 
not broken—it was bent; I tried to straighten 
it out since and broke that part of it mysel t.) 
Continuing his story, Fotheringham said: 
„le was holding me oy the neck when he 
drew his revolver from his right hip pocket 
while we were struggling on the floor, His was 
a 38 Smith & Wesson, dauble action, I think, 
at least it looked like one to me, though it 
didn’t haye a long barrel. My pistol was away 
over out of my reach. Icouldn’t do anything, 
so I gave up, as Ithink any sensible man 
would have done. He went into one 
of his hip pockets, I don’t know which, 


and brought out a silk handkerchief. 
He let me get up and sat me 
on the box (safe). He made me place my 


hand behind me and then tied my hands with 
this nandkerchief pretty hard. suppose he 
laid his pistol down at this time, but I had no 
chance to make any resistance. He had both 
my hands in his behind me. Thenhe took 
his valise and took the straps off ot it. He 
tied the straps over the handkerchiet, which 
must bave been a pretty large one, as my 
wrists are not cut at all. He said, ‘‘If you 
move l’il kill you. He used both straps. 
He then asked, Where is that Indian

BIG BLAZES. 


Destruction of a Costly Building at Cleve- 
land—Pocahontas’ Close Call. 


CLEVELAND, October 27.—The magnificent 
building of the Case School of Allied Science 
at the East End, which Was completed and 
opened about a year ago at a cost of $200,000, 
was destroyed by fire at an eariy hour this 
morning, The discovery of the fire shortly 
after 2 o’clock was followed by an explo- 
sion in the chemical laboratory which 
blew out a portion of one of the walls. 
The flames then soon made short 
work of the fine’ structure. The 


building was four stories in height, and built 
of sandstone. It was furnished with all the 
latest appliances for the demonstration of 
science.

My hus- 
band emploved him on the farm. Shortly 
after that my husband began to notice that 
Emmerick was rather intimate with me. He 
ordered Emmerick to leave, but he refused 
to o, and threatened not only to 
murder Hiil, but also to burn down 
the farm house and buildings rather than 
have us separated. He said he had done such 
things before and would again rather than be 

alked of his desires. To save the life of my 

usband, and in consideration of my delicate 
condition, Il decidea to go off with Emmerick 
before my condition would be khown. We 
Went to Canada together and lived for a few 
months He treated me ebamefuilly, and I 
jeft him and went back to my husband, who 
received me cheerfuily.

LABOUCHERE’S CABLE BUDGET OF POLITI- 
CAL AND SOCIAL GOSSIP. 


Wholesale Evictions in Kilkenny—Snafferings 
of the People of Tipperary- Andrew Car- 
negie’s Gift te Edinburgh—The Phelps- 
Rice Cerrespondence—Spurgeon Reaction- 
ary—The Campbell Divorce Case. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, October 27, [Copyright 1886. ]—Some 
one has sent me a copy of the Kilkenny Jour- 
nal, from which it appears that landlordism, 
since it was bitten by Lord Randolph Church- 
ill, bas simply gone raving mad in the Coun- 
ties of Kilkenny and Tipperary. Of Kilkenny, 
the editor writes: ‘‘The number of evictions 
teking place in this county is simply appall- 
ing. Day after day the Sheriff is out with his 
bailifts and police, driving people from their 
homes to perish of cold on the desolate 
moors.’’ A private letter whichI have re- 
ceived from the neighborhood confirms this 


writer and says: 

„Times are dreadful. Evictions are 
going on here every day. 
Seven families were turned out yesterday ; five 
last week; nine the week before—all in this 
police distzict.’’ As to Tipperary a special 
correspondent writes: ‘‘Never did the people 
of Tipperary suffer more at the hands of land- 
lordism, never was their patience tried toa 
greater extent than now. Desolate gales meet, 
the eye everywhere, while thousands of acres 
are lying as useless as if the land produced 
nothing but poisonous weeds. II evictions 
continue at this rate the greater part of the 
county will, at the end of the present winter, 
be a large emergency encampment. The 
editor of the Kilkenny Journal, who appears 
to me to write with very praiseworthy calm- 
ness and restraint, declares plainly that farm- 
ers cannot stand the present action of the 


landlord much longer. That is just what I am 
afraid of,and what coercionists speculate upon. 
I tremble lest human nature being what it is, 
the Irish may be driven to oblige Lord Rau- 
dolpb Churchill with a few outrages. 

CARNEGIE’S GIFT. 
I notice that Mr. Andrew Carnegie has of- 
fered the good people of Edinburgh £50,000 for 
a public library if they will adopt the free 
library act. The Times and other r 15 
praise his munificence, but surely the offer is, 
in Unionist language, a subsidy of for- 
eign gold — at least that is the 
language used of the presents made by the 
Irishmen in Americato their friends in Ire- 
land. Whatis true of Irishmen must, one 
would think, be true ofa Scotchman who is a 
republican to boot. ButIdo not hear of the 
canny Scotch shop-keeper, regardless of his 
having voted onthe unionist ticket for Bu- 
chanan,going to ling back Mr.Carnevie’s £50, -

PHELPS AND RICE. 
The correspondence is published in Ameri- 
can papers, which took place recently be- 
tween United States Minister Phelps and Mr. 
Allen Thorndyke Rice, editor of the North 
American Review, which throws a curious 
light upon the system of American presenta- 
tions at Court adopted by Mr. Pheips. I think 
Mr. Phelps has made a mistake. The attack 
upon the American Secretary of State by an 
American in a review seems hardly to bea 
eufficient reason for refusing to allow him to 
air himself in a court dress at the English 
Court, or to take part at one or 
two silly funetions called levees. If 
this rule had been adopted by our 
ministers abroad during the tenure of office 
of Mr. Gladstone, in regard to Englishmen 
wishing to be presented at foreign courts, 
Lord Randolph Churchill and, indeed, the 
greater number of our peers, would have had 
no chance of making their bow to the Conti- 
nental sovereigns.

When, however,the great man is not 
only doing wrong, but perverting others by 
the magic of his name, it becomes necessary 
to speak the truth. The Rev. Mr. Spurgeon is 
too evidently thus affected. As sume other 
great Liberals have done before now, 
he has become reactionary in his old 
age, and as he becomes more reaction- 
ary, so also be becomes more intolerant 
and dogmatic. Mr. Beecher has ventured to 
express certain views on the doctrine of pun- 
ishment and on the relations of science to re- 
ligion.
